Foreign Capitals Asked to Grant 


Safe Conduct to Russia. 


GOVERNMENT MESSAGE 


BRINDS THEM ANARCHISTS 


Declares They Sought to Over- 


throw Government by 


Violence. 


Washington, Dec. 23.—An explana- 


tion of the deportation of ..the'249 radi- 
cal Russians on the transport Euford 
was cabled by the state department to- 
day to "various foreign capitals." 


The message said .precaution -had been 


taken "to request for. thenrsafe conduct 
and humane! treatment "at- the hands of 
the authorities under whose jurisdiction' 
they will pass enroute to Soviet Kussia. 


The department's , message follows: 
"Theie are bej,ig debor'ed ftom the 


L'mtecl States to t'oiigt RM=<5ia a>out 
250 citizens of Russia who are undesir- 
able here. These persons, while enjoy- 
ing the hospitality oC this country con- 
ducted themselves in a most obnoxious 
manner; and while en.1oy.lng 'the bene- 
fits and living under the protection of 
this government have plotted' its over- 
throw They are a menace'to la\v and 
order. 
They ho)d theories which are 


antagonistic to the orderly processes of 
modern 
civilization. They have 
in- 


dulged in practices which tend JO' sub- 
vert the right which the constitution 
o): the United States guarantees to its 
citizens. They arrayed in opposition to 
government to decency, to justice. They 
plan to apply their destructive theories 
by violence in derogation of law. • • 


"They are-anarchists. They are per- 


sons of such character as to be undesir- 
able in the United States of America 
and are being sent whence they came.

with the law. 


"Precaution has been taken to re- 
quest for them safe conduct and humane 
treatment at the hands of the author- 
ities under whose jurisdiction they will 
pass enroute to Soviet Russia.'"

DUTCH IN WRANGLE 


OVER ARMY BUDGET 


The Hague,. Dec. 22.—Post war--de-- 


fense problems, closely allied with the 
problernatical result of the formation 
of the League of Nations have brought 
about what appears to Be a crisis in the 
Dutch government. 


Closely following the resignation of 


Jonkheer Bylevite, minister of marine; 
last week, Alting Van Geusari, minister 
of war, announced his resignation today 
when the Dutch states general amended 
his war budget and greatly reduced the 
sums available for munitions. The bud- 
get generally provided for an army of 
the approximate of 200,000. While the 
present government had taken a stand 
that the world situation wa's still deli- 
cate and "necessitated large army, Social- 
ist members led by Deputy Marchant, 
apposed the budget on .the tlieory that 
the League of Nations would end the 
necessity for large armaments.

The first comprehensive report on 


the "direct and indirect costs of the 
war" has just been made by the Car- 
negie Endowment for International 
Peace. 
- 


After taking each of the countries 


separately, those on both sides, and 
then summarizing the total direct and 
the total indirect costs, the report 
gives the; direct cost as $186,000,000,000, 
and states that the indirect costs "have 
amounted to almost as much more." 


The capitalized value of soldier hu- 


man life, which is given among The 
"indirect" costs, is placed at $33,551,- 
276,230. 
: 
; 
Property Losses: 


The property losses are divided as 


follows: On land, $29,960,000,000; to 
shipping and 
cargo, $6,800,000,000. 


Loss of production is an indirect cost 
of the war which has meant to the na- 
tions $45,000,000,000. War relief added 
?l,00b,000,000. 


The loss to neutrals through the in- 


direct cost to them is placed at $1,750,- 
000,000. The total indirect costs to all 
nations, those engaged in the war and 
the neutrals,' is" $151,612,542.560. • 


The report, which was gathered from 


hundreds of reliable sources by Ernest 
L. Bogart, professor of economics in 
the University of Elinois, in estimating 
the "capitalized value of human life," 
fixes the worth of the individual at 
flsoires ranging from $2,020 in Bul- 
garia, Turkey, Greece, Japan, Eou- 
mania, Serbia, and several other coun- 
tries, up to $4,720 for, the United States, 
where the economic worth of the in- 
dividual to the nation is placed at the 
highest. 
In addition to the . $33,551,000,000 


siven as the economic 'worth of those 
who lost their lives or were Injured in 
actual -warfare, an equal amount is 
allowed for civilian losses. Although 
many of the latter were of children 
and'old persons, instead of men in the 
prime of life, the estimate given for 
the civilian loss is believed to be con- 
servative. 


Capitalizing Human Life. 


"Granting the propriety of placing a 


capital value on human life," eays the 
report, "the total amount of losses, 
both civil and military, on. the basis of 
51. Barriol's computation, which In- 
cludes women and children as well as 
men, may then be set down as $67,000,-

The number of known dead is placed 


at 9,998,771; and the presumed dead 
at 2.991,800.

The affixing of a "wafer great sen!" 


to the treaty of peace Is a somewhat 
less 'laborious work than the making 
of tlie seal, which is 11 considerable 
business. • The wax is not put upon the 
paper as with more humble seals, but 
it is in the form of a.large disk, with 
an impression on either side. 
It is 


kept in a wafer case attached to the 
document by a tag imbedded in the 
n-ax. 
The seal itself consists of two 


heavy silver plates, in one of which is 
cut the impression for the front of 
the device, in the other that for the 
back, and new plates cost—or cost m 
pre-war times—£700.

"The Danish syndicalists, by violent 


attacks on the majority socialist party 
and denunciation of its leaders, Staun- 
ing and Borgbjerg, have gained a cer- 
tain pull among the wage earners. 


'"The syndicalists' connection with 


the Russian bblsheviki has been re- 
peatedly Indicaited. This gave the 
cabinet a good excuse for repression 
so that arrests, press prosecutions and 
expulsions take place on a scale incon- 
ceivable in Sweden or Norway, where 
the left-socialists have the rank of rec- 
ognized parties. 


"Further, the Danish employers are 


not helpless. They threaten a great 
lockout, declaring if the wages de- 
manded go beyond a certain point, 
they will cease manufacturing and will 
Import and seH'cheaper foreign goods."
